Ceaseless Search. 


Kunze was successful in remain- 
ing under cover in Mexico despite 
a ceaseless police search carried 
out in co-operation with the United 
States Federal Bureau of — 
gation. 

However, he was captured this 
week in the small gulf coast town 
of Boca del Rio, Vera Cruz state, 
during a round-up of Axis mnation- 
als which was instituted to check 
reports that “fifth columnists” 
‘were responsible for the submarine 
torpedoing of two Mexican tankers. 

He was under the name of Al- 
fonso Graff. Police indicated his 
only attempt at disguise was to 
shave off his Hitler-like moustache. 
There waa no explanation for his 
presence in a coastal town where 
surveillance was being tightened 
because of national defense pre- 
cautions and mounting U-boat ac- 
tivity in the Gulf of Mexico. 

Authorities intlicated the extreme 
secrecy with which his case was 
handled was occasioned by possible 
‘ramifications of his movements, 

Spies May Be From U-Boats. 

His identity was not confirmed 
until it was said he had been 
placed aboard the regular mid-day 
plane for the United States today. 

Mexican agents are conducting 
a widespread search for German 
agents in Mexico. They acknowl- 
edged, without comment, rumors 
that some of these enemy agents 
might have’ been landed about 11 
days ago from a German subma- 
rine north of ‘Tampico. One un- 
eonfirmed report said.one of those 
agents had been arrested. 

The reported landing was de-

The four grinned like schoolboys 
caught in a prank. Yet all but a 
few months ago, engaged in oper- 
ations against ehe enemy that won 
them undying fame among their 
sountrymen.

Text of Communique. 

The text of the Navy Commt- 
nique: 

“North Pacific area. 

- “1, Since the issuing of Com- 
“munique No, 90 on June 21, the 
situation in the Aleutian Islands 
has not changed materially. Long- 
range Army and Navy aircraft 
have engaged in reconnaissance 
and attack missions whenever 
weather permitted. 

“2, On June 21 Army planes 
dropped bombs .on shore installa- 
tions at Kiska, Dut due to fog, re- 
sults could not be observed. On 
June 25, the Navy reconnaissance 
over the Kiska area observed one 
large cruiser and three destroyers 
in the harbor of Kiska., 

“3. The bow of the Japanese 
transport which was sunk by 
Army aircraft on June 18 was 
clearly visible near the center of |"-——— 
the harbor. During these opera- 
tions a Navy patrol plane was at- 
tacked and damaged by enemy. 
aircraft, but returned safely to its . 
base. 

“4. On June 26 two Army planes 
attacked shore installations at 
Kiska, but again fog did not per- 
mit results to be observed. 

' Halted by Weather. 

“5. On June 28 Army bombers 
again attacked Kiska, doing fur- 
ther damage to shore installations. 
From June 28 to July 2 the weath- 
er was such as to render flight. 
operations inadvisable. 


“6. On July 2 a patrol observed 
three Japanese transports with es- 
corting vessels off the island of 
Agattu, about 35 miles to the 
southeastward of Attu. Army 
bombers attacked this force: that 
afternoon, inflicting damage, the 
extent of which could not be ob 
served. Our aircraft returned safe- 
ly, having suffered only minor 
damage from anti-aircraft fire. 

“7. On July 3 Kiska was again 
bombed by Army aircraft, but 
again observation of results was 
not possible.” : 

This was the first Navy com- 
munique concerning the Aleutians 
since that of June 21 when it was 
reported the Japanese had set up 
“minor temporary structures” at 
Kiska. That communique also re- 
ported that Army bombers had 
scored hits on an enemy cruiser 
and sunk a transport. 

General’s Statement. 

The Army issued a statement by 
a flying General on his return 
from the North Pacific that Army 
and Navy air forces had “severe- 
ly damaged” Japanese ships, air 
Aneé¢Shore installations in the in- 
vaded Aleutians. 

Brig. Gen. Laurence 8S. Kuter, 
deputy chief of the Army Air Staff, 
said the bombers in the Aleutian 
war zone were “carrying the fight 
to the enemy” and were well 
‘equipped but were handicapped by 
fog and rain. 

Kuter, at 37 one of the youngest 
general officers -in the Army, | 
brought the first official, personal 
report of conditions in the area. 

“American airmen are devising 
special means to put the Japs with- 
in range of fighter planes operat- 
ing from Aleutian bases,” he said. 
“Distances are great, and bad 
weather incréases gasoline con- 
sumption. Nevertheless, whenever 
the weather even approaches ‘fly- 
ability,’ our bombers take’ off to 
fight the enemy with bullets and 
bombs.” 

Sea Patrol Maintained. 

He said Army and Navy air 
forces operating under unified com- 
mand were keeping the Japanese 
on Kiska, 585 miles west of Dutch 
Harbor, under observation and

plaint Seeking Re- 
‘moval of Elevated 
Tracks on Riverfront. 


The city. carried to the Inter- 
state Commerce Commission last 
week its effort to force removal 
of the Terminal Railroad Associa- 
tion’s elevated tracks along the 
riverfront. 

Mayor William Dee Becker ap- 
nounced last night the city’s com- 
plaint, asking the I. C. C. to order 
the removal of the elevated tracks, 
and the necessary rerouting of 
other, tracks as proposed by the 
city, had been forwarded to Wash- 
ington. 

With this went a complaint by 
the city of East St. Louis asking 
the I. C. C. to direct construction 
now of. the $700,000 union station 
which the Terminal contracted to 
build in East St. Louis in 1930. 

Expects Better Freight Service. 

Copies of the complaint by the 
city of St. Louis were sent by the 
Mayor to about 900 shippers and 
receivers of freight in the St. Louis 
district. The purpose, the Mayor 
said, was to demonstrate to them 


that execution of the city’s plan 
would not impair, but would im- 
prove freight service, 

This result is anticipated be- 
cause, under the city’s plan, 32 pas- 
senger trains which now operate 
on the riverfront would be re- 
routed to use rail facilities on the 
East Side and cross the Missis- 
sippi over the Douglas MacArthur, 
rather than the Merchants’ Bridge. 


In lieu of the elevated structure 
on the riverfront, the city pro- 
poses two surface tracks 26 feet 
east of the elevated structure, 
within two or three feet. both 
laterally and vertically, of the pres- 
ent double tracks of the Missouri 
Pacific railroad. The new surface 
tracks, the Mayor said, would be 
about one and a half feet above 
the peak stage of the Mississippi 
River in the recent flood. :

) ae + sets forth, would cost not 
more than $600,000. Cost of sub- 
stituting the surface tracks for the

Ickes’ Stand Cited. 


The complaint relates that Secre- 
tary of the Interior Harold Ickes 
and the National Park Service 
have insisted on removal of the 
elevated tracks as a condition 
precedent to further development 
of the memorial, on which about 
nine million dollars of public 
money has already been expended. 

Adoption of the city’s plan, it 
adds, would expedite both freight 
and passenger service in the St. 
Louis district. The 32 passenger 
trains which would be rerouted to 
the East Side now operate through 
a highly developed and congested 
industrial and freight house dis- 
trict, interfering with freight 
movements, the complainst says. 
On the East Side they would have 
a higher speed route through a dis- 
trict virtually free of local switch- 
ing *movements, and using fewer 
and safer grade crossings, the com- 
piaint sets forth.

ous legislation, 

Senators Michael Kinney and 
Clinten T. Watson of St. Louis, 
and Francis Smith of St. Joseph 
were among the influential Sena- 
tors who denounced the secret 
committee session as detrimental 
to good government. They and 
others pledged themselves to sup- 
port a change in the Senate rules 
to require that all votes taken on 
any matter of legislation in com- 
mittees should be publicly recorded 
votes. ; 

Decision up to Democrats, . 

Most of the Republican candi- 
dates for senatorial nominations in 
St. Louis likewise denounced the 
secret committee sessions. How- 
ever, it is the Democratic Senators, 
who are in overwhelihing major- 
ity, who will decide in secret cau- 
cus whether the rules shall be 
changed. 

As has been told, legislative com- 
mittees in Missouri, in the absence 
of any rule prohibiting the prac- 
tice, invariably operate in the dark. 
The Constitution requires all bills 
to be referred to committees, the 
purpose being to afford a small 
group of legislators the opportuni- 
ty to weed out unimportant bills, 
to correct errors and to whip bills 
into proper shape for considera- 
tion by the Senate or House as a 
whole; but instead-of carrying out 
these laudable purposes, the com- 
mittees have, in secrecy, with a 
disgraceful frequency, permitted 
their actions to be controlled by 
corrupt lobbyists and political ma- 
nipulators without affording the 
people any opportunity to know 
how any legislator voted behind 
the closely-guarded doors of the 
committee room, 

When: a legislative committee 
meets in secret session, an assist- 
ant sérgeant-at-arms is posted at 
the door and no oné not a member 
of the committee is permitted to 
pass. When action is taken on a 
bill at one of these sessions there 
is no public record except the gen- 
eral one that the bill has been re- 
ported favorably, or unfavorably, 
or that no action has been taken. 

oO Kinney Says. 

Senator Kinney, oldest Missouri 
legislator in point of service, hav- 
ing been in the Senate 30 years, 
most of that one of the most 
influéntial members of the body, 
said yesterday that he believed the 
time had come to abolish secret 
committee actions. 

“I can say from experience,” he 
declared, “that the secret commit- 
tee is a handy thing, but it be- 
longs to another day. As a mat- 
ter of fact, there is no more rea- 
son’ why a legislator should cast 
his vote in committee in secret 
than that he should cast it on 
the floor of the Legislature in se- 
cret. 

“T think it entirely proper for 
the committee discussion of legis- 
lation to be in private after the 
committee has held an exhaustive 
public hearing, at which all who 
desire to be heard have been 
heard. In their discussions the 
members of the committee would 
then be away from pressure groups 
and would be able to work intelli- 
gently and effectively in perfect- 
ing the bills. But there should be 
a record of all votes cast in the 
committee on material changes in 
bills and on the final report on 
bills. : 


“Legislators should want public 
of committee sessions. 
Not infrequently there are unau- 


and sometimes there are injurious 
misrepresentations of members’ 
actions, 

“Undoubtedly this question of 
abolishing the secret committee 
through an amendment to the 
present rules will come up at the 
next session of the Legislature.” 

Watson’s Experience. 

Senator Watson said he favored 
publicity of committee. proceedings 
and would be willing to sponsor 
an amendment to the rules to 
bring it about. He recalled that in 
the last Legislature he was the 
author of a bill to correct the in- 
adequacy of the Missouri absentee 
ballot Taw.

Flyer’s Account of Battle. 
Lieut. Robert Collingwood who 
sent three of the Stukas down, 
gave this account: 


“We saw puffs of smoke from 
our ack-ack positions which drew 
our attention to the Stukas who 
were peeling off for attack. One 
or two managed to drop bombs— 
wide—but we were in among them 
too soon. 

“Whén we got in they jettisoned 
their bombs and tried to avoid the 
fire from our Hurricanes but as 
they turned we got spurts into 
their sides and it wasn’t long be- 
fore 13 lay burning on the sand. 
We had driven them toward El 
Daba and none of their bombs 
seemed to hit’ their evident ob- 
jective.” 

Full-Scale Assaults.

OCEAN CITY, N. J., July 4 
(AP), — Stella Walsh, still a peer 
among feminine athletes despite 
her 31 years, captured three events 
today in the National A. A. U.

The former Polish Olympic star,

Japanese Strafed Americans After Shooting 


Down Plane Over Pacific, Apparently 
Killed Rest of Bomber’s Crew. — 


MELBOURNE, July 4 (AP). — 
Shot down at sea and wounded by 
Japanese flyers as he lay in a life- 
belt, Corp. Louis Murphy, 25-year- 
old United States airman from 
Bridgeport, Conn., has reached an 
Allied base after a two-day swim 


and 18 days of walking naked and / 


hungry across 80 miles of wild 
country. 

The other crew members of his 
bomber all apparently were killed 
in the water by the low-diving Jap- 
anese.

Congress 
Over Appropriation. 


WASHINGTON, July 4 (AP),.— 
Stop-gap legislation which would 
give the Department of Agricul- 
ture nearly twice as much money 
during July as it would receive 
under a disputed regular appro- 
priation bill was recommended 
unanimously today by a Senate 
Appropriations sub-committee. 

If the Senate and the Houge 
should agree to this plan, the two 
branches could wrangle over the 
appropriation bill for the rest of 
this month without causing finan- 
cial embarrassment to the depart- 
ment, 
funds. 

Under a simple resolution rec- 
ommended by the sub-committee, 
the department would be allowed 
to continue spending this month 
at the rate which prevailed in 
June, the last month of the previ- 
ous fiscal year. . . 

The old law provided $1,127,623,- 
854 for the fiscal year just ended. 
The new bill sets up about $680,- 
000,000. Accordingly the - depart- 
ment may have some $93,900,000 
available for July spending, com- 
pared with about $56,600,000 under 
the disputed bill. 

The sub-committee substituted 
its resolution for a lengthy bill 
passed by the House last Thurs- 
day—a measure unacceptable — to 
the Senate leadership. 

The dispute over the appropria- 

tion bill is chiefly one of farm 
price policy. 
, The Senate is backing President 
Roosevelt’s request for authority 
to sell Government-held stocks of 
grain for livestock feed at less 
than parity price. (Parity is a 
level calculated to give farmers a 
return on their crops equivalent 
to that in a previous. period, usual- 
ly 1909-14). 

To that end, the Senate stipu- 
lated that up to 125 million bush- 
els of wheat cold be sold for 
feeding purposes at not less than 
85 per cent of the parity price for 


The House, contending the Sen- 
ate plan would depress all grain 
prices, has held-out for no sub- 
parity sales. 

President Roosevelt stepped into 
the situation yesterday by de- 
nouncing what he called “pressure 
group tactics.” He advised the 
farm bloc in Congress that the 


people would hold it responsible if) #@ 


it prevented adequate production 
of meat for the nation’s wartime 
needs.

“Hollywood” air schools, vast and ornate, 
which are said to consume inordinate quan- 
tities of critical materials, especially steel 
and cement.

No Pretense at Objectivity, 
Bias Is That of the Editors. 


Luce frequently quotes from the original 
prospectus of Time to refute those who, 
he says, have misunderstood his purpose. 
It was, he says today, to inform an ill- 
informed public and to inform it as pain- 
lessly as possible. There was no pretense at 
objectivity, the editors stating that the mag- 
azine would have a bias which would be 
the bias of the editors. ; 

Luce’s interest was more serious than 
that of Hadden who took a pixyish delight 
in throwing in the fay words that charac- 
terized Time’s style. But the formula owed 
something to both men, coming out of their 
long discussions. The tone from the first 
was one of almost impish smartness, flat- 
tering the reader by undressing the rich 
and the mighty.

It can 
be proved, I think, that most wars, in- 
cluding this one, are caused not by debts, 
tariffs and deflation but primarily by 
greed for territory and lust for power. 
‘Can it be asserted that Hitlerism, 
which is a superficial cause according to 
Prof. Fisher, would be eliminated from 
Germany were Hitler and his cutthroats 
annihilated? ‘The truth is, I think, that 
Hitlerism is the more malignant flower- 
ing of Kaiserism. 

In 1914 Germany had no reason to 
complain of debts, deflations or a Ver- 
sailles Treaty. The nation was strong, 
prosperous and healthy in an economic 
sense, but Kaiserism conjured the vision 
of Europe under its heel. Now, Hitler 
simply has erllarged the vision to include 
the world. 

Kaiserism and Hitlerism are diseases 
of the spirit. The German people have 
been educated and conditioned to war- 
like aggressiveness and wanton disre- 
gard of human rights. The cure must, 
consist of a re-education of the people. 

A writer in the Free World magazine 
well says: “German imperialism, the 
most reactionary and most violent 
among all other imperialisms, started 
two world wars in one-quarter of a cen- 
tury. The victory of the Allies 24 years 
ago was a great opportunity to destroy 
forever the very foundations of German 
imperialism, i. e., the German ruling 
classes, the militarists, the big land- 
owners, the industrialists and bankers. 
If the world is to get rid of Nazism, there 
must be an inner purge in Germany 
after the war that will affect not only 
the Gestapo and the elite troops, but 
also the military and industrial Junkers 
who brought them into being. 

“The only way that the German 
people will unlearn how to make war 
and how to pillage whole continents is 
to free them from the overlordship of 
their masters. Left alone for a genera- 
tion, without instigation by the Junkers, 
given peace and social security, there is 
no reason why the Germans should not 
be able to find their place in the family 
of peaceful and civilized nations.”

HE p of the committee on 
post-war problems, of the National 

Association of Manufacturers, came as a 
great disappointment. Next to winning 
the war, the American people’s greatest 
concern is the security of their post-war 
jobs. The NAM is in position effectively 
to contribute toward that security.

any attempt to sell Tobruk at the highest possible 
prica 

In 11 days the British have fallen back more than 
200 miles and two-thirds of the way to Alexandria 
and the Allied cause appears on the verge of a 
eatastrophe which cannot possibly be exaggerated. 
These events have shocked and stunned the Russian 
people. 

Unigss the British leaders, British public opinion 
and especially the British high command, understand 
what Sevastopol means and what it has cost, they 
cannot possibly measure the effect of the Egyptian 
disaster inside the Soviet Union.

Unless they measure its effect upon the Russian 
people, they cannot comprehend the imperative need 
for actions, which will retrieve Britain’s military 
prestige swiftly and decisively—at whatever cost— 
with complete disregard for human lives. : 

These are strong words, but Russia’s reaction to 
the successive abandonment of Tobruk, Sidi. Barrani 
and Matruh cannot be portrayed in diluted phrases 
or with false optimism. These people, fighting vir- 
tually alone, have endured the cruelest punishment 
for. more than one year. Their dead and wounded 
are counted in the millions—several millions. No 
one nation paid such a colossal price in any one year 
of the first World War, nor has any nation prob- 
ably paid such a price in the same short period at 
any time in history. 

. ° . 

Only by realizing these facts can anyone outside 
Russia hope to get some conception of the Russian 
reaction to the events in Egypt. The Russian people 
and their military leaders cannot understand many 
things and are deeply anxious because they cannot 
find adequate answers. They do not understand 
such things as this. 

The Russians cannot understand why Tobruk, 
which had already withstood a siege of many months, 
should not have been so strongly fortified that no 
conceivable German force could take it except after 
long and costly assaults. They cannot understand 


how Tobruk could possibly fall to two or three Ger- 


man armored divisions within 48.hours, or how 2 
division and a half of defenders could surrender 
in such a brief period. 

The Russians do not understand how or why, after 
nearly three years of war, there should be much 
less than 250,000 British and Empire forces in 
Egypt, which is the keystone of the entire Near East. 

The Russians do not understand why the forces 
of Egypt should still be weakened as a result of 
British Empire forces being rushed to Malay from 
Libya last winter. After all, they reason, London 
has had at least six months in which to replace 
every tank, and every air squadron sent to the Far 
East, and who could fail to see that not the slightest 
risk of losing Egypt should be incurred? 

Most of all, the Russian: people do not understand 
why Britain’s land forces have not yet made a stand, 
cost what it may—why British soldiers have not yet 
shown they know how to die the way the Russians, 
Greeks, Poles and Serbs know how to die. The 


' Russians know full well that only through the will 


to die flames the will to win. This is one more 
reason why British defeats in Egypt come as a 
great deception to the Soviet people. Even the 
humblest, most uneducated Russian laborer or peas- 


ant talks of these things today and shakes his head 


gloomily and uncomprehendingly.

It is highly important that these Russian reactions 
be ufiderstood abroad and in high places as well as 
low. What about a second front this year, a front 
on which the Russians’ greatest hopes are based? 
Now they wonder whether Tobruk and Matruh are 
examples of the kind of fighting to be expected from 
British soldiers when the opening up of a second 
front is attempted—as it must be attempted. Now 
they wonder whether British officers and soldiers 
will prove capable of dying by several hundreds of 
thousands to make that front a decisfve, unsmashable 
reality. 

Now the Russians’ faith is badly shaken and it 
would be a most dangerous kind of folly to make 
believe that this is not so. It is so—and quite 
naturally so. No people on earth could pay the price 
of this fighting will-to-die and will-to-win that the 
Russians have paid, and react otherwise.

It boils down to the fact that for the Anglo-Amer- 
ican Allies there cannot be another Tobruk or an- 
other Matruh in this war. Only the spirit of Sevasto- 
pol and only the spirit of those Britishers who 
charged with the light brigade at Balaclava, some 80 
years ago, can retrieve what has already been lost 
in Egypt. This war will only be won by many more 
hundreds of thousands of dead. 

To convince the, Russian people that the allied 
union is invincible the other nations’ soldiers must 
now prove that they know how to die.

The front on which it must fight is as 
vital as that on which the Air Corps, or 
the steel industry, or our farmers are mo- 
bilized. We expect our manufacturers to 
tool up their plants with the most. efficient 
equipment conceivable. We expect our sol- 
diers and sailors, and our civilian army be- 
hind the lines, to be physically fit. :

HAVE seen much misery dur- 
| ing my visits as a newspaper 

man to the Polish, Danish, 
Dutch, Belgian, French, Yugoslav, 
Greek, Finnish ‘and Russian 
fronts, but nothing was more in- 
delibly impressed. upon me than 
the abject misery of unfortunate 
Greece. 

As our car drove through the 
mountainous regions along which 
the Metaxas line was constructed, 
as it wended its way along the 
foot of Mount Olympus, as we 
overcame one mountain pass after 
another between shelled Larissa 
and occupied Athens—everywhere 
we saw those thousands of defeat- 
ed Greek soldiers trudging along 
miserably, underfed, ill-shod in the 
burning sun. 


They were on their way from 
Albania, where they had fought 
bravely and actually defeated the 
Italians. Now that Hitler’s forces 
had compelled them to liquidate 
the war, they had to hike home- 
ward over barren fields, over earth 
scorched by the sun, 


Their shoes were for the most 
part badly torn. Many had news- 
papers wrapped around their feet 
instead of leather. Pathetically 
they were pulling leaves of grass 
out of the infertile soil. If per- 
chance they found an ear of grain 
on a deserted patch of cultivated 
land, they were more than happy. 

When a German motor truck 
came along, going in the direction 
they were headed, they pleaded to 
be permitted to hitch-hike—not as 
passengers within the truck, but 
as grateful hangers-on to the run- 
ning boards or even to the fenders. 

And when, in the morning, we 
arose from whatever vermin-in- 
fested quarters had been assigned 
to us for the night, there weré

Contempt for Germans. 

They talk with gusto of their ex- 
periences at the front.

The officers 
were silent and sullen and the men 
were bawling like whipped chil- 
dren. All were wrapped in pillows 
and kerchiefs they stole from peas- 
ants, and they weepingly told how 
they didn’t want to fight on the 
Russian front. When they were 
asked why they came, they cried 
harder than ever.” 

Germans Don’t Cry. 

A dusky Russian sergeant says, 
“But the Germans never bawil. 
They are too tricky and cool for 
tears. When captured their cal- 
loused hands indicate that they: 
are workers. Some take pictures 
out of their pockets to show how 
they love their families. They are 
tricky devils.” 

Then a dreamy-eyed sergeant 
with a Mongol face related a hair- 
raising incident. “In a reoccupied 
village in the Ukraine, we found 
an old Man and an old woman 
with her child frozen stiff on the 
public square. All had been shot. 
We quivered with wrath. A little 
girl, weeping, ran over to us and 
directed us to a house in which 
there were three Germans. 

“We quickly rounded them wp. 
Local guerrillas rounded up 19 
more in garrets and cellars. We 
brotight them all ‘together, these 
23 German supermen: One after 
another they showed us calloused 
hands and repeated the Russian 
word ‘rabochii’ (worker. ) One of 
our men was so infuriated: he 
shouted ‘Vermin, that’s what they 
are.’ But they kept on showing 
calloused hands and repeating the 
word ‘rabochii.’ 

“It was necessary to rush them 
off to headquarters, or the Rus- 
sians could not have been held 
back from avenging the murder 
of the old couple and the child. 
As they were being taken away, 
one Russian cried: ‘At least we 
ought to show them the frozen 
co > 

“For an instant even I was in- 
clined to act on that suggestion. 
But I soon realized that if we led 
them to the dead bodies, our people 
and I, myself, might want to pierce 
them with bayonets. So I mo- 
tioned with my hand and, choking 
down my wrath, I shouted: “At- 
tention!’ The company fell in line’ 
and we marched off, but al] the 
time my men, looking at their 
gleaming .bayonets, really wished

HE proposed one-house, or unicameral. Legislature amendment. to 


the Missouri Constitution, to be 


voted on in the November general 


election through initiative petitions filéd Wednesday, which is ad- 
vocated by its. sponsors as an improvement over the present two- 
house system, would permit enactment of laws in certain instances by 


an actual minority of the members 

The amendment would repeal the 
present constitutional provision 
that no bili shall become a law 
unless on final passage a majority 
of the members elected to each 
house votes in favor of the bill, by 
a record vote. It would substitute 
a provision that the Legislatufe 
shall prescribe the method of vot- 


that, upon the demand of five 
members, a record vote shall be 
taken on any question. 

There is no specific provision in 
the amendment itself requiring the 
vote of a majority of the mem- 
bers elected to the proposed single 
house for final passage of a bill. 

The loophole which would permit 
enactment of a bill into law by a 
minority concerns bills once 
passed, then vetoed by the Gover- 
nor and returned for reconsidera- 
tion by the proposed unicameral 
body. In such instances of re- 
consideration of a vetoed bill, the 
amendment provides that, if two- 
thirds of the members present 
agree to pass the bill, it, shall be- 
come a law. The requirement is 
two-thirds of the members “pres- 
ent,” not two-thirds of the mem- 
bers elected. 

Not Less Than 50 Members. 

The amendment calls for a Leg- 
fslature of not less than 50 mem- 
bers nor more than 75, and pro- 
vides a majority of the members 
elected shall constitute a quorum 
to do business. With a house of 
50 members, 26 would constitute a 
quorum, and 18 or two-thirds of 
the quorum present could pass a 
bill over the Governor’s veto, under 
the amendment. With a house of 
75 members, 38 would constitute a 
quorum, and 26 could pass a bill 
over a veto. 

The present constitutional provi- 
gion requiring a favorable vote of 
two-thirds of the members elected 
to each house, to pass a bill over. 
the veto of the Governor, would 
be repealed if the amendment is 
adopted. : 

Another provision of the pro- 
posal would enable one-third of 
the members of the one-house 
Legislature to take a bill away 
from a committee which had 
failed to report on the measure. 
The present requirement, in each 
house, under procedural rules, is 
a majority vote. 

The amendment would permit 
the Governor to order a referen- 
dum on any bill which failed of 
passage, if, when the bill was up 
for passage, one-third of the mem- 
bers of the unicameral] house voted 
for it. On the other hand, a ma- 
jority vote of the members of the 
one-house Legislature would be re- 


dum a bill vetoed by the Governor. 
The petitions for submission of 
the proposal in the November gen- 
eral election were filed by the Mis- 
souri Committee for a One-House 
Legislature, of which Proi Charles 
A. Lee, a member of the faculty 
of Washington University, St. 
Louis, and former State Superin- 
tendent of Schools, is chairman. 
Considerable opposition to the 
measure’ is expected to be based 
on a section which would authorize 
the one-house Legislature to dele- 
gate to State officials, boards, bu- 
reaus and agencies, the authority, 
within certain limitations, to sup- 
plement laws by departmental reg- 
ulations, orders and rules, 
Checked as to Sufficiency.

In 
some instances persons residing 
outside a county for which a peti- 
tion was filed were certified as 
voters of that county. Other er-: 
rors were observed in certifica- 
tions and the Attorney General’s 
department is checking the notar- 
ization of the petitions. 

The Secretary of State has no 
authority, under the law and court 
decisions, to throw out petitions or 
signatures on any questions of ir- 
regularity, but is limited to certi- 
fying whether the petitions carry 
the required number of signatures. 

Five other proposed amendments 
to the Missouri Constitution will 
be pladed on the ballot of the No- 
vember - general election — four 
through joint and concurrent reso- 
lutions adopted by the 1941 Legis- 
lature and one through initiative 
petitions. The period for filing 
initiative petitions expired Thurs- 
day. : 

The other proposal for which 
initiative petitions were filed is 
for an amendment sponsored by 
the Missouri Pension Society, 
which would require the State to 
appropriate $29,000,000 a year for 
old age pensions and aid to de- 
pendent children. | 


Order‘ on the Ballot. 

The proposed amendments, and 
the order in which they will ap- 
pear on the ballot, according to the 
Secretary of State’s department, 
are as follows: ; 

No. 1. Authorizing school dis- 
tricts in St. Louis County, by two- 
thirds majority, in a special elec- 
tion, to levy an additional tax of 
not to exceed $1 on the $100 as- 
sessed valuation, for school pur- 
poses. 

No. 2, Fixing the tax limit for 
county, city, town and school pur- 
poses at not to exceed 50 cents on 
the $100 assessed valuation, in 
counties with an assessed valua- 
tion of $30,000,000 or less. This 
changes only a present minimum of 
40 cents on the $100 valuation in 
counties with assessed valuations 
of $6,000,000 to $10,000,000. 

No. 3. Fixing the pay of mem- 
bers of the Legislature at $125 a 
month, The Constitution now fixes 
the pay at $5 a day, for the first 
70 days of a legislative session, and 
$1 a day thereafter, except that, 
in decennial law revision sessions, 
$5 a day is paid for the first 120 
days. 

No. 4. Proposing repeal of the 
non-partisan court amendment 
adopted in 1940. The non-partisan 
court plan provides for non-polit- 
ical selection of all Appellate 
Judges, and: all Circuit and Pro- 
bate Judges in St. Louis and Jack- 
son County. Other judicial cir- 
cuits in the State have the option 
of adopting this plan, by election, 
under the 1940 amendment. 

No. 5, The old age pension amend- 
ment, to earmark $29,000,000 of 
State funds annually for pensions 
and aid to dependent children.

War Department’s Change ~

this is a total war; that the coun- 
try’s utmost resources will not be 
too much; and that a substantial 
proportion of CAA facilities is not 
being used.” 

In the course of a recent address 
before the National Aeronautic As- 
sociation in New York, Hinckley, 
without mentioning names, made 
this pointed allusion: “It some- 
times happens that 4 governmental 
agency becomes so strong that. it 
loses touch with the people, who 
really own it, and begins to fight 
not for the people but for itself.” 

Long-Range Planning? 

Is the foregoing, as the Army’ 
maintains, a case of long-range, 8a- 
gacious planning for mass output 
of combat pilots? Or. is it a case 
of dictatorial “brasg hats,” jealous 
of power and resolved to keep the 
winning of the war in their own 
bureaucratic vest pockets? With 
the purpose of aiding readers to 
form their own conclusions, this 
article will offer facts of record, 
presumably admitted by_both con- 
testants, and then summaries rep- 
resenting the views of each side. 

To foster air-mindedness in the 
country’s’ youth and train flyers 
for its swiftly expanding skylines, 
Congress, in 1938 authorized what 
was known in the beginning as 
the Civil Aeronautics Authority, 
and gave it an initial appropria- 
tion of $4,000,000. The CAA itself 
never has trained pilots or owned 
air school equipment. It formulat- 
ed a program, organized facilities 
and supervised operations. 

During the first active year, 1939, 
some 10,000 new flyers were trained 
under CAA auspices, while the 
Army was turning out fewer than 
500. To date, the Civilian Pilot 
Training program has had 121,508 
enrollees and 80,000 graduates, It 
is estimated that about 26,000 of 
these graduates are at present in 
uniform, Until recently, at least, 
they constituted a large majority 
of all combat pilots in both Army 
and Navy. ‘ 

The CAA has never pretended to 
give courses in combat aviation, 
but has limited itself to primary 
and secondary instruction in gen- 
eral flight. When the. emergency 
arrived, it laid;plans for relieving 
the Army and Navy of pre-combat 
and pre-service tuition. This pro- 
gram was adopted last May 13 by 
the Chief of the Navy's Bureau of 
Aeronautics. 

Between January and May. 

At a meeting of Army officers 
and CAA officials on Jan. 1 of 
this year, Lieut. Gen. H. H. Arnold, 
Chief of the Army Air Forces, took 
the position that the war demand- 
ed full use of all the country’s pilot 
and mechanical training facilities, 
both military and civilian. Even 
this, it was indicated, might not 
satisfy total requirements, Gen. 
Arnold’s stand was indorsed on 
Feb. 21 in a letter from Secretary

Its train- 
ees are declared to have flown 
340,166,000 miles with only 33 stu- 
dent fatalities, or an average of one 
student death for every 10,315,000 
miles. A peak was reached be- 
tween May 15 and Aug. 15, 1941, 
when the figure was 16,194,000 
miles for each student fatality.

$250,000 IN LOSSES ALLOWED 


Court Rules ‘for Theodore Rassieur 
» in Income Tax Case. 

The United States Circuit Court 
of Appeals ruled Friday that $250,- 
000 of stock losses claimed as de- 
ductions by Theodore Rassieur, a 
lawyer, 5663 Flora boulevard, on 
his 1933 income tax should be al- 
lowed and that the tax authorities 
erred in charging Rassieur with a 
deficiency of $28,661. 

Rassieur said that the losses 
were incurred in his financial 
transactions with a brokerage firm, 
Rassieur, Sweeney & Co., Inc., or- 
ganized in May, 1929, and dissolved 
in June, 1933.

in the beginning, was compounded 
in large part of shock and sur- 
prise. - But increasingly it catered 
to the curiosity about how and 
where that is so important a part 
of the American temperament. 

The result was a skillful cross 
between the staid British type of 
picture magazine, such as the Lon- 
don Illustrated News, and the Po- 
lice Gazette, with the life cycle of 
the guppy in color photographs 
followed by the Oomph Girl in the 
newest two-piece bathing suit. In 
the six years of its existence, Life 
has had a pronounced influence on 
American journalism. 


A Brilliant Technician. 


Luce, until recent years, edited 
his magazines as a technician, a 
brilliant technician. He was not, 
except incidentally, concerned with 
values, with movements, with poli- 
tics large or small. With the 
growing crisis that preceded the 
war, he began to undergo a trans- 
formation. The change was accel- 
erated when, with his wife, he saw 
at first hand the collapse of Eu- 
rope in the spring of 1940. 

Luce returned to America pro- 
foundly disturbed. . He and his 
wife saw President Roosevelt and 
Harry Hopkins and tried to com- 
municate to them a sense of the 
urgency of action and immediate 
action. To an increasing degree 
Luce began to employ his maga- 
zines and the March of Time on 
the side of the interventionists. In 
July of 1940, for example, Life 
carried a brilliant presentation of 
the cultural richness of England, 
the democratic, Anglo-Saxon herit- 
age threatened by the Nazis. 


In the presidential campaign 
that year Luce publications never 
came out openly for Wendell 
Willkie ‘but they came close to 
it. ‘The Democrats were especially 
infuriated by the issue of Life 
which portrayed the Democratic 
convention in Chicago in terms of 
Mayor Kelly’s director of streets 
and sewers bawling directions to 
Kelly cheering stands at the con- 
vention through a hidden micro- 
phone. On the other hand, Willkie, 
a close friend of Luce, was sev- 
eral times irritated by what he 
regarded as highly unflattering 
references in Time. After several 
pro-Willkie pieces Luce was per- 
suaded by New Dealer Thomas G. 
Corcoran to print a pro-Roosevelt 
article written by Mayor La- 
Guardia which Luce regards as 
the most effective piece of propa- 
ganda in the entire campaign.

Informing and influencing up to 
possibly bgt of the great Amer- 
ican public, Luce admits to a re- 
sponsibility that weighs heavily on 
him; and he admits, too, that he 
has not yet found a satisfactory 
method of bringing that influence 
to bear. Above all he fights shy 
of affiliation or identification with 
any one party or group. 

“we are interested primarily,” 
he says, “in clarifying principles 
and not in promoting the interests 
of any individual or any party. 
Admittedly this is difficult but it 
is in that direction that our chief 
contribution lies.” 

In the past year and a half Luce 
has had three long signed edito- 
rials in Life, a significant depar- 
ture from the Luce formula, The 
most important of these was “The 
American Century,” which was re- 
printed in pamphlet form and 
‘widely distributed. It was a stir- 
ring invocation to Americans to 
accept responsibility for world 
leadership. . 


« . , Our job,” said Luce, “is 
to help in every way we can, for 
our sakes and our. children’s 
sakes, to insure that Franklin 
Roosevelt shall be justly hailed 
as America’s greatest’ President.

UCH immediate changes as 

war-making may bring to the 

hills are likely to be cultural 
retrogressions. Rattletrap cars are 
now rubberless.*The same shortage 
is trimming the tourist trade, 
squeezing the market for native- 
fashioned furniture and novelties, 
curtailing delivery of bakety bread 
and other store-bought items the 
mountain people can make for 
themselves. And that sweet-sour 
smell in the air as you round the 
lee side of a thickly wooded hill ad- 
vertises that’moonshiners are busi- 
er than they’ve been since prohi- 
bition, getting $6 to $8 a gallon 
for their jugged and fruit-jarred 
dynamite which is still as potent as 
short range ack-ack, 

Folklore fanciers who seek a 
fixative—fact, fiction, phonograph 
or photograph—for all hill-cradled 
quaintness, sorghum-makin’s, brush 
arbor meetin’s, and other survivals 
of a Cumberland culture, are frank- 
ly glad to see a reversion, how- 
ever temporary, to the more primi- 
tive ways, - 

The hillbilly, for all his hide- 
bound sense of honor and his du- 
tiful knowledge of the Bible, is a 
hedonist. He doesn’t plant corn 
with a shotgun, in spite of what 
you’ve heard. And the “brush 
ape” on a chockablock with rock 
farm down by Bogus, Ark., is pull- 
ing your leg for a city slicker when 
he swears his farm land is so 
steep he has to stuff his plow 
horse’s ear with corn shucks to 
keep the clods from falling in 
them.

Been Doing All This Time 
By Colvin McPherson 

OMEWHERE along the line, “Mrs. Miniver” will mow you down. 
_y If you're a woman—Mrs. Miniver is—you'll be fair game from the 

time you take off your hat and say, “My, but I’m glad to get 
out of that sun!” until you stand up at the playing of “Onward Chris- 
tian Soldiers,” thinking it’s “The Star-Spangled Banner.” 

If you’re a man, it may take as long as three-quarters of an hour 
to be drawn into the proceedings, until Mr. Miniver has been called 
out at 2 a. m. to go on river patrol, and has had a nip at the bar 
before setting out to the relief of Dunkirk. is 

If you are of an age, male or female, that you still have to ask 
permission to go to Loew's Theater and see the show, you'll doubtless 
begin to approve as soon as the new car is sighted or at least when 
the motorboats gather. A river full of them and such roars and chugs 
and putt-putting! 

But for any kind of audience, “Mrs. Miniver,” a big, two-hour, 13- 
minute picture based on a small, paper-wasting book, packs a wallop. 
It is truly one of the prouder movie efforts of all time, and it was 
contrived that way, intentionally, by a set of creators who know how 
to create. | 
_ Four high-priced screen play writers, a distinguished director and 
a distinguished producer, didn’t happen on to this story by accident 
and they didn't find it in the book, “Mrs. Miniver,” by Jan Struther. 
Published in 1940, the book was at best a set of amusing, peacetime 
reflections from an observant Englishwoman’s mind—why one can’t 
invite half of a married couple and ignore the other half; what is the 
proper philosophy with which to unpack a Christmas stocking, what 
a windshield wiper says when it’s in action. (It’s “trunk-check,” 
really, but that’s beside the point.) 

Those who saw Miss Struther when she came to St. Louis for 
speaking engagements last November saw Mrs, Miniver as she was 
in the book and a creature quite unlike the Mrs, Miniver of the screen. 
About the British 

But Also About Us. : 

OR Metro-Goldwyn Mayer’s Mrs, Miniver, played superbly by 
F Greer Garson, is a symbol, an embodiment of British womanhood 

in wartime, a heroine, a figure for a historical pageant that 
passes by, just out of view of the picture cameras. . 

And, although the film describes the life of democratic Britishers 
fighting for survival, its vividness to us comes from the fact that what 
it really shows us is ourselves. Like costume doll cutouts from the 
magazines, this picture is one which we can place over our own lives 
and see how we look in it, 3 

We have a chance to consider how we'd like it if we had to save 
our soldiers from another Dunkirk, how alarmed we'd be if we 
heard a German flyer had landed in our community, what we'd do 
if some of our charming, comfortable houses were bombed into splin- 
tered timbers and rubble. We, too, could be machine-gunned by 
enemy flyers on a country road and face cruel tragedy. 

Again we must be convinced that “Mrs. Miniver” as it appears 
on the screen is no mere random example. The picture’s theme un- 
doubtedly stems from realization that this war is everybody’s, that 
those at home are as likely to fall in battle as those on some for- 
eign field. ° 

Whatever its lessons, “Mrs. Miniver” is effective entertainment. 
These people may be the British, they may be us, but both can 
qualify as gentle, home-loving human beings and the chord of sym- 
pathy is struck. Merely as moviegoers, we should cherish such scenes 
as the poignant, awkward proposal that Vin makes at the dinner 
table, the nonchalance with which Mrs. Miniver announces to her 
husband that she has captured the German flyer, the homeyness of 
the church services and Vin’s gesture in going to Lady Beldon’s side. 
It all adds up to great theater-going experience. 

"There Warn't Anything 
To Do But Stop Them Guns—" | 

ECOLLECTION is always great pleasure, in connection with 

things theatrical, since the disgusting or tiresome is never re- 

called in any great detail. And whereas one may find a stage 
production ‘a supreme delight and not be able later to determine 
whether it was the time, the place or the girl, that was responsible, 
the original movie can be brought back and viewed from a new per- 
spective. 

“Sergeant York” came out a year ago and to St. Louis last Sep- 
tember, when we were still bystanders, even if partisan ones, of the 
big fight. Many persons who, in good, American way, resent pushing 
or shoving in any form, disliked the picture’s propaganda phases. In 
a best pictures poll conducted by this department, a young man fron?

In part, the letter said, “Now that I am in the Army 
and since ‘Sergeant York’ playing at our local post theater, I 
went down and saw it. Needl to say, I enjoyed it immensely. It 
also went over here with a bang, so to speak. The men here appre- 
ciated many cracks such as ‘19-day furlough, ‘draft,’ etc. perhaps 
better than some.” 

One will hardly have had to enter service in order to view “Ser- 
geant York” in a different light or to see it for the splendid, sincere 
story that it is. And while its particular message was, and is, to those 
peace-loving persons who hate and despise war in all its forms, “Ser- 
geant York” has other things to say. It does not deny that war is 
wicked or grim or horrible; in fact, there is doubt that “Sergeant 
York,” if it were being made today, would be so realistic in its battle 
scenes. 

And although it sets an example of valor, it also reaches its 
happiest moment in the homecoming of the soldier. Anyone who re- 
members the delirious joy of those days after Nov. 11, 1918, in every 
city and hamlet in the country knows there is something to look for- 
ward to besides “blood, toil, sweat and tears.”
